Thus Melzer took away the portion of their 
meat, and the wine that they should drink; and 
gave them pulse. 

As for these four children, God gave them 
knowledge and skill in all learning and wis- 
dom: and Daniel had understanding in all vis- 
ions and dreams.—Daniel 1:16, 17. 

“Allis mind; there is no reality in matter,” is 
the premise upon which every metaphysician 
rests his doctrine. 

The first question of the neophyte is, “What 
is mind, and in what department of it do you 
locate that which we call matter?” 

These are legitimate questions and should be 
answered without resorting to the usual 
sweeping denial of matter, without even a guess 
as to why it seems to be. 

Webster defines mind as that which “con- 
ceives, judges and reasons. The entire spirit- 
ual nature.; the soul.” 

This definition is full enough to satisfy the 
most transcendent archangel, because the “en- 
tire spiritual nature” is all inclusive. 

Jesus Christ said “God is Spirit,” so if Mind 
includes the “entire spiritual nature” it must 
include God This is the conclusion of meta- 
physics. 

We become familiar with that which we 
study. People all down the ages who have

studied mind agree that among its inherent 
qualities are intelligence, life and substance. 

Mind, the basis of these qualities, is in itself 
forever invisible and unfathomable. Yet the 
more its invisibility is inquired into the more 
its power and wisdom unfolds to the seeker. 
Although he never reaches the infinite foun- 
tain head he goes on and on drinking higher 
and higher up its mighty stream. 

Mindisunobstructed and untrammeled, hence 
only the unobstructed and untrammeled can 
commune with it in its purity. Man is Mind 
and when he sets himself free from the belief 
in limitations he is pure mind, and can hold di- 
rect intercourse with the One Mind. If he 
thinks he can study the One Mind through mat- 
ter, books and men, his understanding remains 
opaque to the full extent of his belief in the 
limitations of these things. He “sees through 
a glass darkly.” 

So they who think that Mind should not be 
accredited with existence unless it can be 
visibly beheld; weighed and measured, do not 
understand the conclusions of those who study 
mind on its free plane—Mind to Mind. 

Yet in their ultimate conclusions even these 
huggers of matter find that it slips through 
their arms. Spencer, Tyndall, Edison all tell 
the same story of a cause just beyond their 
ken. Edison says that his experiments have 
satisfied him that every molecule of matter has 
a centre of intelligence as well as force. 

Metaphysicians make a study of mind from 
this “centre of intelligence” plane. From this 
free, clear attitude they get a more extended 
view of Mind and its laws than they who re- 
main down in the valley of molecules and 
atoms. 

What the “molecule and atom man” pro- 
nounces “polarity” they recognize as intelli- 
gence and energy, the offspring of Wisdom and 
Love. Throughout the universe they behold 
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this offspring of the One Mind in its dual 
guise bringing forth its ideals. From the most 
infinitesimal atom to the sun of a mighty sys- 
tem its process is from center to circumfer- 
ence; and the nucleus of every centre an idea. 
Thus Mind is the Great Architect; within it is 
all possibility, which is being made manifest 
through its idea—Man. 

The Son of Man is the hizhest form of Intel- 
ligence and Life. Thus man brings forth the 
Son of Man—intelligence and life expressed 
into visibility. This is not a haphazard proc- 
ess, but orderly and well-timed wher done un- 
der the guidance of the One Mind. Many fac- 
tors enter into it, and he who has recognized 
that all is mind, and that his being is identified 
with Mind only, is always on the alert to know 
how he can most quickly accomplish the ob- 
ject for which he has set out The first discov- 
ery of one who makes a study of Mind is that it 
may be divided into two states or conditions; 
formless and formed. In its formless state it 
is the great reservoir in which all ideas and the 
substance to make them objective is contained. 
In this state it is unlimited in all conceivable 
attributes, everywhere present at all times, 
all wise, and all powerful. This is the realm 
of free ideas, the Mind of Spirit. Here exist 
forever indivisible, God and his Idea, Man. 

Then there is the other state, Mind formed. 
This includes all conditions of individual con- 
sciousness, all sensation, vibration, visibility, 
and sentient identity; manifest in planes and 
spheres beyond computation or imagination. 

The Son of Man, the J am, is the door be- 
tween Mind formless and Mind formed. “T 
am the door; by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and find 
pasture,” said Jesus. 

All things are from the One Mind, are the 
One Mind Formed. But in its formed state 
the One Mind is as if it were separate from its 
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Formless Self. Thus God gives himself to his 
creations. He becomes subject to the Will of 
his Idea, Man, on the piane of manifestation. 

This brings us to a point where we can see 
that every state of consciousness is Mind man- 
ifest according to the intelligence recogiuized 
by the Jam. Thus every living thing is Mind 
in its varying states of realization of infinite 
vossibilities. 

The I am in each of us is the door between 
the formless and the formed Sind. 

Wecan look both ways and draw sustenance 
from either side. If we leok within for our 
supplies we are drawing direct from the Father 
and all power is given unto us in heaven and in 
earth. If we look without and depend upon 
the external for our sustenance we are limited 
to the conditions prevailing in that realm. 
Here is where judgment and discrimination 
should be exercised. He who has not reached 
a place where he can draw all his sustenance 
from the formless and live alone on “every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God,” but is still bound te eating and drint 
ing, should sivdy the menta: states of those 
things which he incorporates into his con- 
sciousness. 

Eating and drinking are purely mental proc- 
esses although they appear to be material. 
Taste is a mental quality, as any physiologist 
will explain. It is the mind that tastes, and 
not the mouth. The mouth and nerves are the 
instruments which mind has thrown out and 
built up of its own substance for the purpose 
of enjoying contact with other mental quali- 
ties, on the plane of sensation. The mind edu- 
sates its organs to love those things which it 
desires. When the mind desires a stimulant 
it may resort to that which in the first indul- 
gence is extremely offensive to the taste. like 
whiskey, but which by continued cultivation 
becomes pleasant. 


Everything which we behold represents some 
phase of mind. It not only represents a phase 
of mind but its intrinsic constituency is mind. 
Alcohol, for instance, represents the energy of 
mind. When distributed throughout the veg 
etable kingdom in right relation and propor- 
tion it is indispensable. Under the manipula. 
tion of men its even proportion is destroyed— 
its primal character is changed—it is concen- 
trated into a consuming fire. So with every- 
thing visible and invisible. In the right rela- 
tion which results from a compliance with the 
Wisdom within, all things are good and bring 
harmony to man. The only evil or error is in 
relation, which relation is established by the 
Jam. If this relation is based in Wisdom 
nothing but happiness and satisfaction can re 
sult. If it is based in ignorance the result is 
always unsatisfactory. 

We look over the world to-day and find many 
situations which we cannot consistently pro- 
nounce good, vet we know that the primal fac- 
tors that go to make up these conditions are in 
themselves without flaw. These factors are 
the foundations upon which the universe rests 
and they must be perfect or it could not stand 
a moment. It is the arrangement that is at 
fault, and this arrangement is the result of 
lack of understanding on the part of humanity. 
Thus our monetary system in its present inco- 
herent condition cannot be charged to money 
itself. Money is all right—it is the greed of 
men that has made it the unstable medium 
that it is. 

Every undesirable condition that we behold 
in the world is the result of ignorance. If men 
knew the truth about themselves, their relation 
to the Supreme Mind, and how to get into touch 
with it, and acted upon that knowledge, un- 
happiness would pass away and the millenium 
be rapidly ushered in. Without the Wisdom 
of the Father pouring through every one of us 
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every moment we are liable to give the omni- 
present substance disproportion, and thereby 
distort the medium through which we see the 
world without. All things take on to us the 
complexion of our consciousness to a large de- 
gree. Hence we lay down as a basic principle 
that things in themselves have no quality— 
that it is we who by our mental attitude give 
them quality. This is true of the J am in its 
virgin purity, and if we were all free from 
identification with our creations we should be 
free from all reflected mental currents. Just 
here is a delicate point for a strict metaphysi- 
cian to discuss. The whole aim of our doctrine 
is to develop the perfect equipoise and indepen- 
dent creative powers in man. To do this he 
must not be burdened with the fear of exter- 
nals of any description. If you tell him that 
there are malicious mental states to which he 
may at any time become subject, you are set 
ting up in his consciousness a bugaboo that 
will keep him trembling when he ought to be 
trusting. However, the fact should not be ig- 
nored that there are conscious mental states 
prevailing in our human atmosphere which are 
undesirable to the spiritually minded, or he 
who is seeking to come into a realization of his 
spiritual self. 

So long as we have within ourselves any of 
the human errors we are magnets that offer 
attractions to those same qualities in others. 
If we are sure that we have purified our whole 
consciousness from every phase of anger, 
pride, malice, jealousy, lust, appetite, ambi- 
tion, envy, fear, guilt, doubt, deception or any 
of the mortal brood, we are absolutely safe. 
If you have not overcome all these errors you 
must be on your guard against their entry into 
your sphere. 

If you are in the habit of getting angry you 
willdowell to avoidallrelations with that which 
will in any way provoke that violent mental dis- 


turbance. If you are deceptive you should con- 
stantly call upon the Lord for the candor of the 
Spirit, and try in every way to be truthful, open 
and above board in all that you think and do. 
If you have been associating with people who 
are given to gossip and scandal you must 
avoid them. You know that their mental 
quality will flow into you if you make yourself 
receptive by your interest. So it is with every 
state of consciousness. Everything we come 
in contact with has a mental quality peculiar 
to itself. It is not for us to condemn that 
quality. In its place it may have a use in the 
divine economy. We are simply to use discre- 
tion. When we have resolved to follow the 
Spirit our whole life is changed. The Father 
has plans for us other than those who follow 
after the flesh. We must be “wise as serpents 
and harmless as doves.” That is we must know 
and be discreet in that knowing. He who has 
the mental realm opened to him without know- 
ing the power of the I am is a slave to its 
varied moods. He has added another realm of 
things to his external world and to that extent 
increased his burdens. 

But he who is wise and knows his own power 
is a master and makes the new found realm 
serve him. 

But the master on the spiritual plane is not 
a slave driver. He does not use force. The 
only law he recognizes is love. To this law he 
must be true in all its ramifications through- 
out the universe of forms. He must love every 
creature, every beast of the field and fowl of 
the air. His love must flow forth in protecting 
streams when they are in danger of violence or 
destruction. He must recognize all life as 
God’s life and destined by a wise hand to be in 
its right place wherever he finds it. Thus he 
‘annot in any way sanction the killing of ani- 
mals for food, nor can he give passive assent 
by eating the flesh of those slain by the hands 
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of ignorant men. He recognizes the right of 
every creature to fill out the full measure of 
its years without interference on the part of 
men. 

This is a quality of mercy and justice which 
quickly falls into the mind opened toward God. 

But there are other phases of this subject. 
Everything is mental. Mental emotions 
quiver in every atom of flesh whether alive or 
dead, cooked or uncooked. He who eats the 
flesh of animals is by and through that process 
taking into his consciousness all the passions, 
desires and emotions of that animal. Don’t 
deceive yourself by the argument that “there 
is no life, substance or intelligence in matter,” 
and it therefore makes no difference what you 
eat. There is no absence of life, substance or 
intelligence anywhere. Things have no being 
as things. Without the mind back of them 
they would disappear in an instant. In the 
act of eating your mind through the organs of 
taste recognizes and associates with the mind 
of that which you eat. There is a blending of 
mind with mind and the product partakes of 
both, the dominant mind prevailing. If you 
could always eat in a state of strong affirma- 
tion, declaring every moment that the things 
you are eating are filled with the spirit of 
purity, peace and love, you would greatly mod- 
ify their effect upon the bodily stratum of your 
consciousness. But ordinarily we do not eat 
with that strong realization of the One Pure 
Spirit. We generally eat because we are 
hungry, and we pronounce the foud to be just 
what it appears. 

Thus in eating the flesh of the animal we are 
feeding and stimulating the animal mentality 
that prevades our bodies. Instead of trans- 
forming it into the higher vibrations of the 
Spirit we are adding to its power to bind us to 
the plane of sensation. 

The mind of the flesh is no mind to him who 
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has realized his true being, but that realization 
comes only through a conscious letting go of 
the flesh identity. You may know theoretic- 
ally that you are a spiritual being and that the 
desires and passions of the flesh are mere shad- 
ows, yet so long as you lend your consciousness 
to their sustenance you are bound to them as 
fully as if you had never heard of your spirit- 
ual nature. 

If you want to pass from the consciousness 
of the flesh into the consciousness of the Spirit 
you must withdraw your attention from the 
things of the flesh. You must take advantage 
of every link in the chain of Being that leads 
up from the animal to the spiritual. So long 
as you eat and drink you are as to your bodily 
needs in touch with all flesh. There is but One 
Mind and that Mind is no respector of persons. 
If an J am has set into discord the substance 
of mind and you invite such into your con- 
sciousness you will not escape the conse- 
quences. 

All organized life is tenacious of its form; 
that form is its temple and it fears to be dis- 
lodged. The fear of death is based in princi- 
ple. Sudden rendering of the different planes 
of consciousness which the J am has evolved 
is opposed to the harmonious law of Being. 
Death came into man’s consciousness as a re- 
sult of his belief in separation from God. He 
first disobeys the monitions of his higher self 
and then “hides” himself from God. A belief 
of separation from God is naturally followed 
by a belief in the possibility of separation of 
the different factors entering into man’s con- 
sciousness. If vou believe that you are not in- 
dissolubly connected with the Spirit of God 
ever welling up within vou, your next step will 


be to believe that you are separate from your 


body and can leave it as one does his coat when 
it is worn out. Paul said, “Be ye transformed 
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by the renewing of your minds,” and the last 
enemy to be overcome is death. 

It is evident that the renewing of the mind 
transforms something, and also that the over- 
coming of death can mean only the saving of 
the body from that sudden change called 
death. 

Thus the fear of death effects all creation. 
Every animal will fight for its life. What then 
can be the mental condition of the animal 
that has been cruelly forced into contracted 
pens and cars and finally deprived of its body 
amid the most terrifying surroundings? Can 
it be otherwise than that its entire conscious- 
ness is permeated by violent vibrations of ter- 
ror that act and react upon all planes of animal 
life with which they come in contact. 

The Countess Wachtmeister, of London, has 
given much attention to the investigation of 
this subject and she gives the following among 
those cases coming under her notice: 

“In California a number of people were pois- 
oned by eating meat and the cases were so re- 
markable the physicians in attendance de- 
manded an investigation of the condition of the 
animals at the time of slaughter whose flesh 
had such dire effects on all who had partaken 
of it. The man whose business it was to kill 
testified the animal was a large ox, a magnifi- 
cent looking creature, strong and full of life. 
He fought bravely to save it. He met his mur- 
derers defiantly, with eyes starting almost from 
their sockets, norstils distended, mouth foam- 
ing. He roared and pawed the ground, tried 
in every way to defend and save his life for 
over an hour. Finally he was conquered. His 
flesh was sold, and with the awful results re- 
lated above.” 

You think you eat a material thing called 
meat, but the fact is there is no such thing in 
reality. You think you are eating a substance 
called meat; that is the appearance to the eye 
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of sense, but the truth, as seen from the plane 
of intelligence and force, is that you are in- 
corporating into your consciousness the con- 
sciousness of an animal with all its emotions 
active on the plane of mind. The flesh may 
seem to your outer sense to be a dead, inert 
mass, but could your soul eye be opened you 
would behold mental currents pervading its 
every atom, acting and reacting upon each oth- 
er in a wild, bewildered manner like the ani- 
mal of whose body it formed a part. 

Not only does its fear and ignorance pervade 
the flesh, but its animal desires and passions. 
You are taking into your temple elements that 
will unsettle its even proportions and cause 
you much effort to harmonize. 

If you have reached a point of spiritual per- 
ception and power where the things of the flesh 
no longer effect you; that is where the white 
heat of your spiritual realization transforms 
into its own pure substance everything that it 
touches, you are perfectly safe in eating the 
flesh of animals if your sense of justice will 
permit you to do so. 

Jesus said, “that which is born of the flesh is 
flesh and that which is born of the spirit is 
spirit.” It is the J of you that is born from one 
state of consciousness into another. Your 
yearning for the “Flesh pots of Egypt” will 
keep you wandering in the wilderness of sense 
long after you have fully decided to leave that 
land of servitude. Science teaches us that it is 
our belief about things that holds us in bondage 
to them;which we are free to admit. But in the 
matter of animal slaughter; who countenances 
it, ov defends it after his eyes have been opened 
to the unity of life? Yet everytime we eat meat 
we are accessories with those who did the overt 
act. We stand in the sight of the moral law ex- 
actly where the receivers of stolen goods does 
in the civil law. 

One has said, “It does not make any dif- 
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ference what you do so long as you do not catch 
yourself at it; but the trouble is we are al- 
ways catching ourselves at whatever we are 
doing. The doing and the consciousness of 
the thing done go hand in hand. People are 
in the habit of doing unrighteous things, and 
then justifviuy themselves on the plea of «us- 
tom or extenuating circumstances. In all such 
cases there always remains the dregs of an un- 
requited consg¢ience. We have.a habit of 
temporarily quelling this with words of denial 
or quietly ignoring it. It settles back into the 
subjective mind under either treatment and 
forms part of the wall that shuts us away from 
our Garden of Eden. 

Let us no longer coddle ourselves with the 
theory that all things are but reflections of 
our ideas, and that whatever we flippantly pro- 
nounce a thing to be, that it is in spite of ex- 
periences to the contrary. Let us go deeper 
than this and know that the absolute trans- 
formation must take place on every plane of 
consciousness before we can truly say that our 
idea has made itself manifest. 

If we love the stimulating things of the flesh 
it is proof positive that there are ideas in our 
mind that call for them. If these things are of 
the flesh, it is then evident that we are not 
letting go the things of the flesh. If our ideal 
sphere is darkened by the reflection of the un- 
der world, we must clear it up before we can 

‘atch the gleams of light from the Pure Spirit. 

“Daniel proposed in his heart that he would 
not defile himself with the portion of the king’s 
meat.” “And in the matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king enquired of them, 
he found them ten times better than all the 
magicians and astrologers that were in all his 
realm.” 


Unitv Bible Lessons. 


R. C. DOUGLASS. 


LESSON 1.—duly 5. 
DAVID KING OF JUDAH.—?2 Samuel 2: 1-11. 

1. And it came to pass after this, that David in- 
quired of the Lord, saying, Shall I go up into any of 
the cities of Judah? And the Lord said unto him, Go 
up. And David said, Whither shall I go up? And he 
said, Unto Hebron. 

2. So David went up thither, and his two wives 
also, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail Nabal’s 
wife the Carmelite. 

3. And his men that were with him did David 
bring up, every man with his household: and they 
dwelt in the cities of Hebron. 

4. And the men of Judah came, and there they 
anointed David king over the house of Judah. And 
they told David, saying, That the men of Jabesh-gilead 
were they that buried Saul. 

5. And David sent messengers unto the men of 
Jabesh-gilead, and said unto them, Blessed be ye of 
the Lord, that ye have shewed this kindness unto your 
lord, even unto Saul, and have buried him. 

6. And now the Lord shew kindness and truth 
unto you: and I also will requite you this kindness be- 
cause ye have have done this thing. 

7. Therefore now let your hands be strengthened, 
and be ye valiant: for your master Saul is dead, and 
also the house of Judah have anointed me king over 
them. 

8. But Abner the son of Ner. captain of Saul’s 
host, took Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, and brought him 
over to Mahanaim; 

9. And made him king over Gilead, and over the 
Ashurites, and over Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and 
over Benjamin, and over all Israel. 

10. Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty years old 
when he began to reign over Israel, and reigned two 
years. But the house of Judah followed David. 

11. And the time that David was king in Hebron 
over the house of Judah was seven years and six 
months. 
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Time.—David was king over Judah alone for seven 
and a half years, B. C. 1055—1048, before he received 
the full kingdom. 

Place.—His capital was Hebron, 18 miles south of 
Jerusalem. Ish-bosheth, the son of Saul, was nomi- 
nal king of the northern tribes, with his capital at Ma- 
hanaim, east of the Jordan. 

' 
GOLDEN TEXT.—The Lord reigneth ; let the 
earth rejoice.—Isa. 97:1. 


The old consciousness, represented by Saul 
disobedient, is passing away, and a new and 
better consciousness supervenes—the consci- 
ousness of Love, dominant, represented by 
David (beloved). 

There was a genuiness to Saul from the time 
he set out to find “the man of God” (1 Sam. 9) 
by whom he was anointed King, until selfish 
ambition, avarice and lust possessed his heart: 
—that very day he was “rejected from being 
King;” because when self rules the heart the 
Christ cannot reign there; and when lust or 
any corroding propensity is supreme degenera- 
tion and death follow, according to the “law of 
sin and death.” 

As a Christian you are commanded by the 
Divine inner voice to “utterly destroy the sin- 
ners, the Amalekites” (1 Sam. 15:19). But if 
Saul-like you assume “to obey the voice of the 
Lord,” and yet preserve alive Agag their King, 
—then Agag (Lust) rules your heart instead of 
Christ; if you foster avaricious thoughts, then 
Mammon reigns instead of Christ; if you are 
disobedient to the inner voice, then Self reigns 
instead of Christ,— you are, in the nature of 
the case, “rejected from being King,” “ye can- 
not serve God and Mammon.” 


This hypocritical consciousness will disap- 
pear when Love (David) is found and studious- 
ly made the dominant thought. Love sees not 
the evil_—sees only “the Lord’s anointed” in 
Saul: but the Philistines (the army of his own 
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false thoughts) so severely harrass this Saul 
consciousness that it is self-destroyed (he “fell 
upon his sword”), and disappears. 

The early anointing of David, long before 
he came to his throne, denotes that Love, in its 
very nature, is predestined to dominate the 
whole mind (King over Judah and Israel). Love 
is kingly. To Love alone belongs the “divine 
right of Kings;” “he shall reign whose right it 


is toreign.” Love is never aggressive nor self- 
assertive: Love is the mind of Christ, and is 
therefore “meek and lowly of heart.” 


Love “seeketh not her own;” therefore 

1. David does not with ostentation assume 
the crown on the death of Saul. He listens 
for the leading of the inner voice—he “inquired 
of the Lord, ‘shall I go up into any of the cities 
of Judah?” and the Spirit said, “Go up unto 
Hebron.” 

2-3. Obeying the voice of the Lord, and not 
self-will, with his two wives, Ahinoam (brother 
of grace) and Abigail (father of joy) and “his 
men” (all thoughts faithful to Love), he went 
to Hebron, where “they dwelt in the cities.” 
Thus Love surrounds itself with delightful and 
valiant thought environments, and becomes 
a fixed and settled principle in the mind 
(“cities”). 

4. Thus established, qualified and foreor- 
dained to control all thoughts, Love does not 
assume authority; but by common consent the 
spiritual thoughts recognize the fitness of Love 
to rule (“the people come and anoint him King 
over the house of Judah”). Judah, our divin- 
est thoughts, first recognize the Divine Princi- 
ple of Love, and its rightful supremacy. Mind- 
ful of the great service that obedient Saul had 
rendered the people of Jabesh-Gilead, in over- 
throwing the Ammonites, who had threatened 
to “thrust out all their right eyes”—to destroy 
their discernment of Truth—so making them 
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servile slaves,—these people took the bodies 
of Saul and his two sons from the wall of Bath- 
shan, and gave them honorable interment. 

5-7. For this marked respect for the memory 
of Saul’s better life, David commends them, 
and gives them his blessing. Here again we 
see that Love sees no evil,—but beneath the 
external unreal sees only “the Lord’s an- 
ointed.” 

8-9. Notwithstanding the death of this un- 
holy consciousness, all traces of that consci- 
ousness do not disappear at once: there may 
still linger some kindred thought (Ishbosheth 
—son of shame), which the strong executive 
thought of the Saul consciousness (Abner) 
makes king over all Israel. 

10. But its dominance is of short duration, 
not being established in princple. For Love, 
with full dominion over “Judah” (the higher 
Spiritual) must ultimately dominate all ‘“Is- 
rael” as well; this complete dominion will be 
shown in the next Lesson. 


LESSON 2.—duly 12. 
DAVID KING OVER ALL ISRAEL.—2 Samuel 5:1-12. 

1. Then came all the tribes of Israel to David unto 
Hebron, and spake, saying, Behold, we are thy bone 
and thy flesh. 

2. Also in time past, when Saul was king over us, 
thou wast he that leddest out and broughtest in Israel, 
and the Lord said to thee, Thou shalt feed my people, 
Israel and thou shalt be a captain over Israel. 

3. So all the elders of Israel came to the king to 
Hebron; and king David made a league with them in 
Hebron before the Lord: and they anointed David 
‘king over Israel. 

4. David was thirty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned forty years. 

5. In Hebron he reigned over Judah seven years 
and six months: and in Jerusalem he reigned thirty 
and three years over all Israel and Judah. 

6. And the king and his men went to Jerusalem 
unto the Jebusites, the inhabitants of the land: which 
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spake unto David, saying, Except thou take away the 
blind and the lame, thou shalt not come in hither: 
thinking, David cannot come in hither. 

7. Nevertheless, David took the strong hold of 
Zion: the same is the city of David. 

8. And David said on that day, Whosoever get- 
teth up to the gutter, and smiteth the Jebusites, and 
he lame and the blind, that are hated of David's soul, 
ae shall be chief and captain. Wherefore they said, 
The blind and the lame shall not come into the house. 

9. So David dwelt in the fort, and called it the 
city of David. And David built around about from 
Millo and inward. 

10. And David went on, and grew great, and the 
Lord God of hosts was with him. 

11. And Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to 
David, and cedar trees, and carpenters, and masons: 
and they built David an house. 

12. And David perceived that the Lord had estab- 
lished him king over Israel, and that he had exalted 
his kingdom for his people Israel’s sake. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—David went on and grew 
great and the Lord God of hosts was with him.— 
2 Sam. 5:10. 


“Judah,” denotes the realm of the higher 
Spiritual thought in full understanding, and 
“Tsrael,” the Spiritual not vet developed to full 
understanding. On account of this distine- 
tion a son of Saul could reign in “Israel,” but 
not in “Judah.” Love only is competent to 
reign in the realm of the higher Spiritual; and 
Love must ultimately win its full dominion 
over all things; for “David waxed stronger 
und stronger, and the house of Saul waxed 
weaker and weaker”—2 Sam. 3:1,—until the 
death of Ishbosheth, Israel’s king, and Abner, 
“Captain of the host.” The death of this last 
son of Saul, and his executive “Captain,” is 
the disappearance of the last of the old Saul 
consciousness: and his beheading signifies the 
cutting off or cessation of the dominion of that 
consciousness. 

On the disappearance of the old conscious- 
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ness Love does not immediately assume au- 
thority; for Love “seeketh not her own;” it is 
never self-assertive; it must come to its domin- 
ion by common consent; its “Divine right” 
must be recognized by all faculties of the mind 

sooner or later,—until : 

1. All Israel assemble at Hebron (place of 
covenant), and there recognize the kinship of 
Love (“we are thy bone and thy flesh’’), and its 
superior fitness for full dominion; 

2. And recalling that in the past it was Love 
that was the real motive power of all action, 
and therefore foreordained “to feed my peo- 
ple, Israel,” and “to be captain over them.” 

3. The chief thoughts (“elders”) of the whole 
realm of Israel come, and make a league with 
Love, voluntarily pledging their allegiance; 
and they “anoint David (Love) king over 
Judah and Israel,’—the whole realm of Spirit- 
ual thought. This is. the establishment of 
Love as a consciousness. 

4-5. Love on its throne is never less than the 
fullness of mature manhood (“30 years old”’— 
Jesus was 30 years old when he began to 
preach), and the duration of its reign is 
through the fullness of time (“40 years”’— 
4x10). 

6. The “Jesubites” were one of the native 
Canaanite Tribes, which Judah and Benjamin, 
in the allotment, did not succeed in driving 
out. These “Jebusites” represent certain 
seemingly unconquerable race beliefs, such as 
heredity, which have intrenched themselves in 
the very citadel of the mind (“Jerusalem”); 
where they say to the new consciousness, You 
cannot dominate us—except by this test: “Ex- 
cept ye take away the blind and the lame,” 
which are always to be found on mortal mind’s 
premises:—“Except ye see signs and wonders 
ye will not believe.” 

7. But Love has omnipotent power to “take 
away” even the strongest race beliefs,— to 
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“take away the blind and the lame;” and by 
this means to carry the impregnable strong- 
hold of the “Jebusites.” Thus the unsubdued 
enemies’ country of race beliefs becomes “Zion 
the city of David,” through the demonstration 
of healing. ” 

8. Love cannot tolerate imperfection; it sees 
only perfection of being:—‘the blind and the 
lame” are inimical to Love (“hated of David’s 
soul”). Therefore Love “smites” mortal 
mind’s false claims with the irresistable word 
of Truth—“‘sword of the Spirit’—which is 
Love’s only offensive weapon,—God shall 
smite Egypt and shall heal it”—Is. 19:22. 

9-10. When through the power of Love and 
Truth we “smite” and destroy some great claim 
of mortal mind, we find this place of victory is 
a new centre of activity, affording opportunity 
for larger growth and fuller dominion, in the 
realization that, “the Lord of Hosts is with us.” 

11. Love builds her “house” of the “cedars” 
furnished by noble thoughts (“Hiram”), in 
which she is ‘delightfully environed. “Wis- 
dom hath builded her house”’—Proy. 9:1. 

12. Having attained to the Love conscious- 
ness, we “perceive” that this attainment is a 
Divine establishment, and that the exaltation 
of our Love Kingdom is for “Israel’s sake.” 

In the “Kingdom of Heaven”—the consci- 
ousness of Love dominant—there is no arbi- 
trary authority; all thoughts choose to be sub- 
ject to Love; for the ideal King “derives his 
just powers from the consent of the governed.” 


If you want to judge the character of a man 
look not at his great works.

Watch 
a man do his most common actions; these are 
the things which will tell you the real character 
of a great man.—Vive Kananda in Karma Yoga.

Little Mary and the Bear. 


This brave, wise, little Mary lived in the 
Michigan woods, where now stand large, fine 
cities. You may know by this that the story 
happened many years ago. 

Mary’s father was a home missionary; he 
was poor and lived in a small house quite far 
away from neighbors. 

Mary had several brothers and sisters young- 
er than herself, and her mother had no help and 
worked hard to care for her little children. 
Mary’s father and mother loved books and 
knowledge, but they had not much time to 
teach their little daughter, so they sent her to 
the district school, although she had a long and 
lonely walk through the dark woods to reach 
it. She had no nurse or elder brother to take 
care of her, and her school mates all lived on 
the side of the woods nearest the school house, 
so she had to take the long walk quite alone. 
Her mother was wise and kind that she never 
frightened her little girl with untrue stories 
about savage animals, but taught here the 
words of the Psalm, “Thou madest man to have 
dominion over the works of thy hands, thou 
hast put all things under his feet; all sheep 
and oxen and the beasts of the field;” and her 
mother explained to her that if she were brave 
she could control even wild animals, and need 
not be afraid of them, for God had given her a 
mind and soul to make her strong. 

One chilly October afternoon, when school 
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was dismissed the teacher tied on Mary’s little 
red cloak and hood and kissed her goodby, look- 
ing after her wistfully, as she was the only one 
of her flock to go home alone, saying to herself: 

“Sweet little Red Ridinghood, I hope she may 
never meet a wolf in those dark woods.” 

Soon Mary said goodby to the other children, 
and entered the woods swinging her basket, 
and happy in the thought of seeing her sweet 
mother’s face at the door, and already smelling 
the good supper that would be ready for her— 
a plump quail, or a hot roasted apple and 
doughnuts—for mother always remembered 
how hungry the long walk in the keen autumn 
air made her little daughter. 

Mary had walked almost to the middle of the 
wood, and right before her on the narrow path, 
barely wide enough for her own little body, sat 
a big, brown bear. 

For a moment she felt sick with fright, and 
all the trees seemed to be dancing about her, 
and she thought she heard her mother calling 
for her little Mary; she could not answer, and 
would never come. For an instant she thought 
she would turn back and run to the school 
house, but she remembered that was locked and 
the teacher gone, and she knew too, the bear 
could run much faster than she, and would 
catch her if she tried to run away from him.

THE BEN ADHEM SOCIAL SETTLEMENT. 


The first social settlement on a metaphysical basis, 
so far as is kuown, was established last December at 
24 Mall Street, in the Roxbury District of Boston, and 
is known as the Ben Adhem House. It has at present 
three residents—Edward A. Pennock, a _ practicing 
metaphysician, and Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Ashton, who 
are in general charge of club work, classes, etc. They 
are all eminently adapted to their chosen field of work, 


and deeply consecrated to it. Besides, there are a 


generous number of volunteer assistants of the high- 
est order. They have the nucleus of a good library for 
reading room purposes, and a good sloyd outfit is ready 


for the opening of classes in September. 

The Ben Adhem House is a fine specimen of Col- 
onial architecture, with large rooms and a spacious 
lawn, the latter being a great rarity and luxury in that 
part of the city. It will be kept open all summer, when 
it is designed to carry on kindergarten, play-school and 
work among mothers. How much they will be able 
to do depends upon the financial support which the 
work receives. The workers are ready and eager to 
give their services, only asking for money enough to 
pay rent and buy material to work with. Thus far 
they have not only given their services, but have fur- 
nished the greater part of the financial support as well. 
But they cannot continue to do this. As the work is 
brought to public notice, no doubt many will esteem 
it a privilege to have a part in it, and among these, I 
trust, are a goodly number of readers of Unity. In 
order to properly acknowledge contributions, an asso- 
ciation has been formed, and all who contribute one 
dollar or more will be considered members for one 
year, and will be furnished with reports from time to 
time. Circular No. 1 is now issued and this will be 
mailed to any one on application. The following is 
quoted form it: 

“In the alleviation of poverty, the cure of disease, 
and the promotion of temperence and purity, we rec- 
ognize that all we see is ‘the perpetual creation of the 
power of thought,’ and that the remedy lies in higher 


ideals. The most potent factor toward this end is the 
personal contact and neighborliness which is afforded 
by our residence among the people. As a means of 
helpfulness, we use good reading matter, entertain- 
ments, class work in sloyd, music and the like, and the 
inculeation of habits of thrift and industry.”

At the same time 
she promised to see only goodness and purity in every- 
body and everything around her. 

“A few months after this she came to me to show 
me a partially developed natural eye where the arti- 
ficial eye had been worn. She was very pleased and 
gave me the artificial eye, which I have now in my 
desk. 

“She can see the light and also a person’s hand, 
when passed between her and the light, with the new 
eye, and could also see well enough with th- »‘her eye 
to go where she pleased; even out into the woods to 
fing the cows; for she is staying in the country. 
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“She learned to read and also to play the organ, at 
the asylum for the blind. She says that she will have 
to learn her alphabet over again now that she can see. 

“She composed the accompying little pieceof music, 
which she dictated to one of her pupils who wrote 
it down for her, and she and the same pupil wrote the 
words. 

“The name of the lady is Lily McCarron and she 
stays with Mrs. Geo. Rogers whose address is corner 
of Seventh and Castle Streets.
